VEN in the case of a private house, where normally the cubic space to be 

heated is in relatively small units, the existence of a large window area in any 
of these units will appreciably increase the amount of heat required to maintain 
a steady, equable temperature. 


Fortunately this loss of heat can now be countered very efficiently, and very 
much more simply than might be imagined, by the installation of Crane Skirting 
Heating.

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A CODE OF LANDSCAPE CONTROL? 


HE statutory control of elevational design has not fulfilled the hopes 

of those who pressed for it years ago. On the whole its results have 
been disappointing. No doubt the perpetration of some monstrosities has 
been prevented by it and, with the help of well-disposed planning officers, 
many unsatisfactory designs have been made passable. On the other hand, 
a fair number of unconventional designs by competent architects have been 
rejected, though some of these decisions have been reversed by the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government on appeal. 

Some architects have complained that control tends to stultify progressive 
design and would like it to be abolished, and the PRIBA has himself sug- 
gested that it should be dropped for a trial period. The idea was not adopted, 
While some architects want control to be loosened, others want it to be 
tightened. For example, Lt.-Col. G. G. Haythornthwaite, TD, AMTPI, ARIBA, 
in a thoughtful paper to the Town and Country Planning Summer School 
(reported in our issue for September 18) made out a case for a ‘Code of 
Landscape Control’ which would be more comprehensive and restrictive 
than anything so far imposed or suggested. Briefly, his idea is that the 
general principles for such a code could be found by simple analysis of any 
visual image and by relating the analysis to the existing landscape. This 
would mean a ‘ uniform colour standard for a whole geological 1egion’ and 
a control of siting ‘to ensure coherent and exciting patterns,’ together, it 
would seem, with a strict censorship over the shapes, materials and colours 
of buildings and, in particular, a ban on flat roofs in hilly and open country.’ 

Mr. Haythornthwaite appears to be thinking primarily of building in the 
country, though his references to 12-to-the-acre houses suggest that his code 
would apply also to contiguous suburban areas. He claims ‘ primacy for 
the natural landscape as something unchanging in its appeal, unaffected by 
fashion, and unique.’ Yet, apart from contours and geological formations, 
the appearance of the English landscape has been changing for centuries 
past. It was much modified, for instance, by the denudation of the southern 
Weald of its forests by the iron industry, which migrated to the north with 
the discovery and exploitation of coal; by the changes that occurred after 
the Enclosure Acts of the 18th and 19th centuries; and by the process of 
timber cropping and re-afforestation, which is regularly at work. The English 
landscape, in fact, is highly artificial (in the best sense of that word) and 
any case for control is doubtfully based on the assumption of its naturalness 
or unchanging appeal. 

In a small, heavily industrialised and over-populated island such as ours 
controls are, of course, essential if the landscape is not to become over- 
urbanised and spoilt; but it seems doubtful whether the imposition upon 
it of a prescribed pattern of development, largely traditional in character 
and to the degree of detail contemplated by Mr. Haythornthwaite, could ever 
become practical politics. It would deprive the building developer of what 
limited freedom he still possesses and further reduce the architect’s already 
sufficiently restricted liberty of expression. 

While one may share Mr. Haythornthwaite’s regret for the decline in regional 
design and the use of local materials, there can be little doubt that contem- 
porary materials and building techniques are here to stay, and the best use 
must be made of them. It may well be a matter of opinion whether a design 
is ‘stark and repellent,” and in any case we are in the early stages of an 
architectural revolution, the outcome of which cannot be foreseen. After 
all, Early English did not evolve into Late Perpendicular in a day. 

Mr. Haythornthwaite’s address discloses a deep love of the conventional 
English landscape and a concern for its conservation which is to be applauded. 
If his suggested Code of Control is, as we think, too idealistic for realisation, 
it must, by the amount of thought he has put into it, have made many others 
think more deeply on the subject.

Refreshment at Great Missenden 

F, as has been said, a_ professional 

organisation’s programme requires the 
ingredient of surprise to evade staleness, 
then the Bucks County Architect’s depart- 
ment has one answer in the staff course 
organised by its lively head, Mr. F. B. 

The second of these annual 
affairs met on Monday and Tuesday of 
this week at Missenden Abbey adult edu- 
cation college in an atmosphere of con- 
siderable enthusiasm, due in part to the 
excellent chairing of the sessions, con 
ducted alternately by the chairman of the 
County Works Committee, Ald. S. W 
Lord, and the vice-chairman, Cllr. J. T 
Ireland. There is no doubt that the keen 
participation by council members, as well 
as the leavening of local builders, adds a 
real sense of purpose to the course.

BOTH SESSIONS on Monday were given 
to a discourse on * heat, light and sound 
in relation to modern building tech- 
niques by Bill Allen, of the BRS. Mr. 
Allen starts, so far as we are con- 


cerned, with « plus in that he is able 
to draw neat diagrams on a blackboard 
without breaking the chalk. But he does 
more than that: he has the rare gift of 
relating theory to practice and construc- 
tion to design, both in a way that makes 
building research seem comprehensible 
and important. After over four hours of 
speaking on Monday, divided over two 
sessions, questions were still coming in. 
One of his aphorisms worth recalling is 
that ‘tradition only becomes a tradition 
when it works, and the corollary * You 
are Only justified in throwing a tradition 
overboard when you know how it works.’

SOME EXCELLENT COLOUR SLIDES illus- 
trated a talk on the Brussels Exhibition 
by Howard Lobb. Seeing the pavilions 
once again is to realise how much exhibi- 
tion design owes to colour, and how 
coherent planning (different, as Mr. Lobb 
pointed out, from normal planning in that 
arrangement of space is largely plotted 
for surprise) can help to achieve a desired 
effect. Later in the evening came the staff 
party and entertainment, suitably pre- 
ceded by champagne. Fortuitously, 
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perhaps, the first session next morning 
was ‘Final Accounts and the Auditor’ 
when, no doubt, Mr. Garland, of the 
county treasurer’s department, dealt faith- 
fully with his subject. Mr. Cleeve Barr; 
the RIBA_ Secretary, Mr. Gordon 
Ricketts; and the County Architect him- 
self were other contributors to the course 
on which all concerned, down to junior 
members who made such excellent hosts, 
should be thanked. This is an annual 
refresher which really refreshes. 


The Chiswick Flyover 

THE completion of the flyover linking 
Cromwell-road extension and the Great 
West-road at Chiswick has loosed a flood 
of criticism of the design and of the 
degree of obstruction alleged to have been 
experienced in the work. Chief critic has 
been Mr. J. E. Dayton, joint managing 
director of the main contracting firm, who 
summed up his comments with the 
remark that ‘in our view, with a modern 
design, the flyover could have been built 
in half the time [just over 30 months] and 
for half the cost.’ The flyover, he has 
said, should have been tackled as a high 
level roadway, using precast methods of 
construction with a series of columns 
rather than as a river-type bridge with 
solid approach ramps. A total of 
1,500,000 bricks was used on the contract.

THE MINISTRY OF TRANSPORT has 
replied in some detail to the various com 
ments made by Mr. Dayton, but did not 
refer to the main point of criticism about 
On Friday last, in 
support for Mr. Dayton 
came from Mr. E. Ingerslev, consulting 
engineer to the contracting firm, who 
points out that an alternative design for 
the new Staines bridge, prepared by his 
firm and estimated to save £200,000 and 
a years construction time, was turned 
down by the Ministry of Transport as 
being not a solid massive construction to 
last 200 years with massive foundations 
right down to the bearing strata. * It was 
in vain, Mr. Ingerslev writes, ‘that we 
pointed out that to found a very flat arch 
with its enormous horizontal thrusts 
needing 200,000 tons of concrete buried 
in each foundation is not the most happy 
foundation on plastic clay We 
pointed out that a light structure on the 
cantilever principle and supported by a 
piled foundation is more likely to leave 
the ground undisturbed and thus avoid 
settlement over the 200 years the bridge 
is designed to stand.’

Fifty Years of Furniture Making 


“WHat | ADMIRE most about Sir 
Gordon is his wonderful versatility.” In 
saying this about Sir Gordon Russell him- 
self, a charming and well-known lady thus 
summed up the unique and retrospective 
display of furniture at the exhibition held 
recently at the Ceylon Tea Centre in 
Regent-street, London. 

[his was an exhibition of the work of 
Gordon Russell Limited; a collection 
illustrating the firm’s development since it 
started in the village of Broadway in 
Worcestershire some fifty years ago. 
Both specially commissioned pieces and 
some of the latest stock furniture, in addi- 
tion to earlier products were on show. 

Looking first at an exquisite oval dining 
table in Brazilian rosewood, inlaid with 
pear tree, ivory and ebony, and then at a 
dining set in solid and _ veneered 
mahogany, one was gratefully reminded 
that design and craftsmanship of the first 
order was still to be found in this age of 
mass production and, often, bad taste. 

Dr. Nikolaus Pevsner, in an apprecia- 
tion, says: ‘the history of their furniture 
has never wavered, either in. soundness, 
sensitivity and delicacy of design or in 
care for the intelligent use of hand or 
machine.” Let us hope that this will 
inspire more designers and craftsmen to 
greater effort, and others to a more dis- 
criminating attitude.

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THE ROME SCHOLARSHIP 


Revised Conditions Issued 


HE Faculty of Architecture of the British 
SE School at Rome have had under review 
the conditions of the Rome Scholarship in 
Architecture, funds for which are provided 
by the Royal Institute of British Architects. 

The Faculty recognise that, although many 
young architects would wish to avail them- 
selves of the benefit of a period of study and 
travel in Italy and the Mediterranean area, 
the time now needed to qualify for their pro 
fession may deter many students from enter- 
ing a competition of long duration, followed 
by two years’ further study abroad 

The Faculty have therefore revised the 
regulations in two important particulars: 

(1) The competition has been shortened 
and it may be taken soon after a candi 
date has completed his final School (or 
final RIBA) examination. The winner will 
thus be able to go to Italy in the late 
autumn of the year of his graduation. 

(2) The Rome Scholar will not be 
required to hold the Scholarship for more 
than one year, although it will be open to 
him to request a second year if he so 
desires. 

The Faculty lay down no specific course 
of study for Rome Scholars beyond stipulat- 
ing that the British School at Rome must be 
their base for travel and study and that their 
programme must be approved by the Faculty. 
It remains the purpose of the scholarship to 
provide young architects with an opportunity 
to examine at first hand the work of the 
great masters of all periods, but Rome 
Scholars are not precluded from interesting 
themselves in modern Italian developments.

‘A PROGRAMME FOR EVERYONE inter- 
ested in building, said the Radio Times. 
Therefore it would have to be popular 
as well as technical. There were six sub- 
jects—Selling Houses by Design, Selective 
Tendering, Dry-finishing Interior Walls, 
Accidents, Sound Insulation and Absorp- 
tion and News of the Week. Only the 
first, | thought, had much appeal for the 
ordinary layman and it ended just as it 
was warming up. I should have liked 
more details—the size, architectural 
character and cost of the houses, the 
name of the architect, etc. This subject 
was worth a whole session. 

All the other features except the news 
were primarily technical. The notes on 
dry finishing and sound insulation and 
absorption sounded like a BRS Digest. 
Perhaps the fault is mine, but I find it 
difficult to take in this kind of informa- 
tion through the ear; I need to read it. 
The news was varied and interesting and 
I could have listened to more of it. 

My general impression was that the 
programme, if it is really intended for 
“everyone, is too technical. Also it 
appeared to be attempting to cover too 
much ground in the thirty minutes 
allotted, and nearly all the speakers spoke 
too quickly, no doubt to avoid overrun- 
ning their time. 

My suggestions would be: fewer sub- 
jects, a better balance as between the 
technical and the popular, and the whole 
thing taken at a slower tempo. Never- 
theless, congratulations to all concerned 
on a very promising start.

as to audience and I should not have 
thought that building matters were appro- 
priate to that programme. 

As to the content itself, it soon became 
obvious that it was directed at too wide 
an audience without direct appeal to any 
section. In other words, it was too tech- 
nical for the layman and not technical 
enough for builders or the professions. 

Looked at in detail, the ‘noises off’ 
which opened the programme were not 
convincing and did not sound like a 
building job, and the final whistle 
sounded more like a bosun’s pipe than 
anything I have heard on a site. 

As to the contributors, differences in 
outlook between architects and builders 
were stressed by McLean, not a matter, 
I would have thought, for public hearing. 
On selective tendering, George Grosvenor 
was a shadow of his normal robust self: 
TV is his proper medium. Weston’s bit 
about dry-finishing was far too long and 
tedious, and either too technical or not 
technical enough. The bit about acci- 
dents on the site concerned builders only 
and cast a depressing gloom on the whole 
subject. As to the News, read by William 
Bryant, doubt seemed to be cast on the 
quality of timber when Redwood was 
discussed. 

One is sorry to have to condemn the 
programme so completely, but it was not 
aimed at a particular audience and to me 
was dreary.

‘A Good Start’ 


WHOEVER IT WAS who said that ‘ Build- 
ing is a First Charge on Life’ obviously 
intended that every one should be inter- 
ested in building, and it was with this 
thought in mind that I tuned in to Net- 
work Three for the initial programme of 
the series. 
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Charles Crichton in introducing the 
programme encouraged this thought with 
his all-embracing references to the vari- 
ous sections of the building team. His 
lead-in was excellent and if one felt that 
he could have made reference to ‘The 
Largest Industry, “Every Site a Factory,’ 
‘The Public See Us at Work,’ and so on, 
his introduction nevertheless left: no 
doubt in the mind that this series of 
broadcasts was full of promise. 

Geoffrey McLean came in with an 
enlightened talk on House Building and 
an outright admission of the failure of 
spec. builders. Was this really fair? 
Were the houses of inter-war years so 
bad? I liked the reference to a changing 
world demanding new designs, but not the 
statement that ‘architects and builders 
make awkward bedfellows.” Too much 
nonsense is talked about architect / builder 
relationship, and the sooner it is realised 
that each has his function and that each 
is properly trained to take his part in the 
team the better. * Incentives’ would have 
sounded more consistent with good 
management than ‘ bonus,’ but reference 
to management consultants was quite 
excellent and the phrase ‘we cannot 
afford not to consult them’ was so indica- 
tive of what we expect from a modern 
building organisation. 

The unexpected contribution of George 
Grosvenor to give advance information 
on the Code of Tendering Procedure 
gave the opportunity to pay due defer- 
ence to the professional advisor. The 
sharp reminder that the architect is the 
selector of those to be invited to tender 
for a building project—power indeed !— 
is the best of all incentives to the builder. 

John Weston did not appeal so much. 
A bit like a catalogue reader, and one 
could be excused for likening the too- 
quickly read, too technical talk to a ‘Do 
It Yourself’ programme; dry partitioning 
was rather too dry, and one hoped that 
there would still be some listeners for the 
eagerly awaited ‘newsy’ contribution 
from Bill Bryant. 

Accidents. Very important, of course, 
but one hoped that the examples in 
future programmes would be a bit more 
progressive and associated with modern 
mechanical aids. Insulation was of great 
general interest and put over in a cosy 
sort of way which would retain the 
interest of the lay person. More of this 
kind of approach, I think. 

Bill Bryant at last with news. 
gossipy news as one had hoped. No 
boasting of achievements. Just plain 
news—informative—factual. This news 
spot in the programme promises to be 
of great interest and is something which 
those of us in the industry will not want 
to miss. 

The programme as a whole? 
Start—keep it up.

Too technical and not _ informative 
enough for the ordinary lay listener and 
surely too cursory for those employed in 
so vast an industry! 

These broadcasts present an immense 
opportunity, but the organisers will have 
to make a decision one way or the other. 
I do not believe it is possible to interest 
the general listener to any great extent 
and at the same time present useful 
information and impart technical know- 
ledge and advice to those engaged in so 
complex an industry as building is to-day. 

When listening to and not seeing the 
speakers, I would suggest it is important 
that the tempo be unhurried. 

To me, the broadcast was thoroughly 
enjoyable, and lastly, may I say that 
Charles Crichton gave continuity and life 
to the session. In him we have a first- 
class radio personality.

‘The Programme has a Job to Do!’ 


THE LISTENING AUDIENCE which it is 
hoped the new broadcast series will 
attract, should be divisible roughly into 
two categories—those associated with the 
industry (they are many) and the layman, 
who in large measure is the customer 
whose privilege it is to pay the bill. 

In the happy choice of Mr. Geoffrey 
McLean, the Wolverhampton builder 
known for his progressive methods, as 
first speaker on September 29, we heard 
how work planning and, even more 
important, the happy human relationship 
of his work-people had contributed to a 
greater productivity. This had been 
reflected in keeping costs to the buyer 
low. His recipe for organisation is team- 
work, continuous employment to the 
employees, in return for which he says, 
‘they give us their loyalty.’ 

If Mr. McLean made, as he did, the 
assertion that architects and builders 
make ‘ awkward bedfellows,’ he neverthe- 
less in other ways demonstrated his faith 
in teamwork. If his statement that the 
various architects’ individual designs of 
houses on an estate ‘look incongruous,’ 
he introduced a breath of controversy 
into the programme which can _ only 
enliven its future. 

A valuable part of the series will, it 
seems, be filled by members of the Build- 
ing Research Station, and talks like Mr. 
John Weston’s on dry finishing interior 
walls, will do much to inform the layman 
on modern techniques in building design 
and the work of the Research Station, 
no less than it will the man of building. 

Focus on the Building Regulations in 
relation to carelessness on the site, result- 
ing as it does in many needless accidents, 
cannot too frequently be brought to the 
notice of those engaged in building, 
especially those who have the responsi- 


bility of supervision, and if only one life 
is saved, the inclusion of this feature is 
worthwhile. 

So far the programme has dealt with 
generalities of the building scene, but it 
is hoped that in subsequent weeks we 
shall hear more about the operatives, the 
craftsmen whose training and efficiency 
in doing their job have such a bearing 
on the finished product. Without well- 
trained craftsmen, the dream of architects 
cannot become a worthy reality or pre- 
planning by the builder produce a worthy 
product. Technical and site training of 
apprentices might bring in more recruits. 

Because building is a dirty job, the 
layman should not be left in ignorance 
to think of the operative as one who falls 
below the standard of the office worker 
and just drifts into its ranks, but as a 
highly trained and skilled artisan whose 
value and niche in our society is of such 
supreme importance to our national 
economy in providing the buildings on 
which all other occupations depend and 
without which our modern way of life 
could not survive. 

If the series helps to put the individual 
effort of all members of the building 
industry into proper perspective and 
relationship and inspires pride in the job 
from the architect to the tea-boy, then 
greater efficiency and productivity must 
surely follow.

Cubism in the Round 


To the Editor of The Builder 

IR,—I was much interested in the 
articles on this subject in your last 
issue. May | point out that architecture 
has been dominated by horizontal and 
vertical lines, by squares and rectangles, 
all through history? Curves are the excep- 
tion and generally found in buildings to 
which they are peculiarly adapted, such 
as the, Greek and Roman theatres, or 
purely circular buildings such as the Pan- 
theon, or elliptical buildings such as the 
Colosseum. They are found, too, of 
course, in the form of domes and apses 
attached to square and rectangular build- 
ings and in town planning layouts such as 
Bath or Regent-street. But the straight 
line is the rule and the curve the excep- 
tion. Anyone who doubts this statement 
can confirm its truth by turning over the 

pages of, say, Banister Fletcher. 

Why, then, if the straight line has prevailed 
so satisfactorily in the architecture of the 
past should we be dissatisfied with it in con 
temporary work? Presumably because there 
is little relief from it. Nothing could be 
more ‘ cubic’ and elevationally flat than the 
English 18th-century type of Renaissance 
building, yet this is rarely monotonous. Any 
tendency in that direction is generally over- 
come by projections or set-backs or by varia- 
tions in elevational treatment and detailing. 
The trouble about elevations of ‘ contem- 
porary’ buildings is that they are generally 
of repetitive units in one plane. They could 
be made more attractive by greater variety 
of treatment and without introducing curves 
simply for the sake of effect. 

An increase of 10 per cent in cost for 
curved building is not, in my opinion, 
lightly to be contemplated, unless it is abso- 
lutely essential to functional efficiency.

Car park for 40 
cars is in the basement, entered by a two-way ramp from Upper St. 
Martin’s-lane, and the greater part of the ground floor area has been laid 
out as an attractive open space while also providing some additional car- 
parking facilities. The showrooms are on ground, mezzanine and first- 
floor levels, partly under the tower block and entered from the street. 
The decoration of the showrooms is by John and Sylvia Reid. The second 
to twelfth floors contain offices, each floor giving about 4,000 sq. ft. and 
capable of subdivision by a special system of partitioning to any layout 
desired.

in overall dimensions however ; in such 
cases as lift shafts and escape stairs, tight 
economical dimensions take precedence. 

In a typical bay of glazing 24 ft. 7 in. 
long and 6 ft. 8 in. high, some window 
mullions are slightly off centre of the 
partitions in order to mask their ends 
where they join to external columns. The 
windows are to be cleaned from inside, 
thus alternate opening vertically centre- 
hung lights were used in the bottom row, 
allowing cleaning of fixed panes on each 
side, with a row of horizontally centre- 
hung vents over, and the tinted band 
of glass above as described. 

Landscaping : The great importance 
of landscaping at ground level is appreci- 
ated, and paving patterns, integration of 
artificial lighting with planes and 
materials and the enrichment of the floor 
by fountains and planting were all con- 
sidered.

RNOLD School is an experimental one both in its 
educational and architectural aspects, and has been 
designed by the Ministry of Education Development 
Group, Architects and Building Branch, in collaboration 
with Nottinghamshire County Architect. The work is the 
result of joint efforts of educationists, architects, and 
quantity surveyors. On the educational side, the aim was 
to provide a selective school in which social and academic 
life progressed as the pupil matured. Architecturally, the 
aim was to develop a flexible system of construction which, 
when available for general use, would compete in price with 
other prefabricated systems and compare well with good 
traditional construction. The school is a four-form entry 
mixed grammar school, with a sixth form of 120 pupils, 
making a total of 720 pupils. These are divided into three 
groups : lower school (Ist and 2nd years); middle school 
(3rd, 4th and Sth years), and sixth form (6th, 7th and 8th 
years). 
The lower school has eight form rooms of 30 pupils each 
with a form-master or mistress, in a separate classroom

block entered from the courtyard. Pupils in the middle 
school are grouped in six houses under the care of a house- 
master and housemistress, who organise the social life of 
their howse and plan and direct the study course of each 
pupil. Subjects are taught to smaller groups than in the 
first two years. Sixth form pupils conduct most of their 
studies individually or in small discussion groups, for which 
study rooms and individual study bays are provided. There 
is in addition a large common room, designed as a club 
room, and serving as the social hub of senior school life. 
A multi-purpose hall serves the whole school for assembly, 
music and drama, and accommodates a standing assembly 
of 760, or 570 seated. For smaller functions it can be 
partitioned by means of curtains. The stage can be in- 
creased in width and depth, using movable platform units. 
A small hall is provided, designed particularly for music and 
lectures. A number of music practice rooms are also 
provided. The gymnasium has a * Dutch-barn’” annex, 
large enough for tennis, basket ball, badminton, athletics 
training and games practice. The library has two working

Barrett-street Technical College 


View from Oxford Circus 


SCHEME has been prepared for rebuilding Barrett- 

street Technical College, which provides instruction 
in the needle trades, hairdressing and beauty culture. The 
LCC have acquired, at nominal rent, part of an island 
site bounded by Oxford-street, John Prince’s-street, 
Holles-street, and Cavendish-square. The new college is 
a six-storey building some 80 ft. high, maintaining the 
general building heights of the Oxford-street frontage. 
The main entrance is from John Prince’s-street, otherwise 
the ground floor is occupied by one-storey shops. A 
twenty-storey office block is to be erected at the rear of 
the site by a private developer. The college main floor 
will have a kitchen, dining room, students’common room, 
assembly hall, library and model workroom. The hall 
can be sub-divided for use as gymnasium, and for fashion 
shows, drama and lectures. The hall is planned inde- 
pendent of the college to permit outside letting. Upper 
floors contain beauty salons, general classrooms, labora- 
tories and workrooms, with a design department housed 
at roof level. The cost is estimated at £540,650 plus 
£50,000 for furniture and equipment. Completion will 
be toward the end of 1963.

Chelsea College 


View from King’s Road 


OUR new buildings are proposed in the scheme for 
rebuilding Chelsea College of Science and Technology: 
a hall of residence, teaching block, communal building, 
and a school of art which will combine the art depart- 
ments of Chelsea College and Regent Street Polytechnic. 
The hall of residence will serve the science and technology 
departments, and is an eleven-storey block accommodating 
198 students. Educationists are unanimously laying great 
stress on the formative role that halls of residence play in 
the life of the student, and at Chelsea there is an additional 
factor of combining the art student and science student 
in one college. The site is bounded by King’s-road, 
Carlyle-square, Chelsea-square and Dovehouse-street, and 
is partitioned by Manresa-road. A 3-storey teaching 
block houses the department of science plus some general 
classrooms. The school of art is a 5-storey building 
accommodating 300 students, with assembly hall at ground 
floor, library and administration at first floor, and studios 
on upper floors. One-storey wings will house the sculpture 
department, common room, and snack bar. The building 
cost is estimated at £829,400. Completion will be towards 
the end of 1963.

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NEW TOWNS 


Comprehensive Exhibition at the 
Royal Academy 


[tHE New. Towns exhibition at the 

Royal Academy, sponsored by the 
Town and Country Planning Association 
as the major event in its diamond jubilee 
year, was opened on October 2 by the 
Rt Hon Lord Beveridge, KCB. The 
exhibition has been arranged with the 
close co-operation of the fifteen new town 
development corporations. 

Members of the Association pioneered 
the private enterprise garden cities of 
Letchworth (1903) and Welwyn Garden 
City (1919). Throughout its life the 
Association has constantly urged govern- 
ments to build new towns to receive the 
surplus employment and population of 
the great cities; to prevent the further 
growth of these cities and therefore pre- 
serve the countryside around them; to 
enable redevelopment of slums and worn 
out areas to proceed more quickly and to 
better space standards by reducing con 
gestion and therefore pressure on space 
and buildings. In themselves the new 
towns provide excellent living conditions; 
planned towns of new houses and flats, 
factories, offices, schools, shops, com- 
munity and public buildings, and playing 
fields with all parts carefully placed in 
and related to the whole. 

The New Towns exhibition illustrates 
what the new towns mean in housing, 
work, learning and leisure. Throughout, 
its emphasis will be on ‘ people living in 
the new towns’ rather than on the towns 
aS exercises in civic design. In the main 
the exhibition comprises photographs, 
models, maps and diagrams with linking 
narrative. Almost all the photographs 
are the work of Suschitsky. The exhibi- 
tion designer is Mr. Eric R. Aldhouse, of 
Messrs. Mather and Crowther. 


The introductory section describes the 
origin and growth of the garden cities 
and new towns movement; the private 
enterprise community developments at 
Bourneville Village (Cadbury, 1879), Port 
Sunlight (Levers, 1888) and New Ears- 
wick (Rowntree, York, 1904); the private 
enterprise garden cities at Letchworth 
(1903) and Welwyn (1919); pre-war and 
war-time inquiries, leading to the New 
Towns Act, 1946; the locations of the 15 
new towns now being built: and the struc- 
ture of the development corporations 
building them. 


Individual sections, one for each new 
town, illustrate the special purposes, 
characteristics and problems of the 15 
new towns now being built, and how 
people live, work, learn and play in them. 
The towns are: Basildon, Bracknell, 
Crawley, Harlow, Hatfield, Hemel Hemp- 
Stead, Stevenage and Welwyn Garden 
City in the London ring; Corby, Newton 
Aycliffe and Peterlee in the provinces; 
Cwmbran in Wales. and East Kilbride, 
Glenrothes and Cumbernauld in Scotland. 
The concluding section sums up the total 
achievement that the new towns repre- 
sent. 


The exhibition is open until October 
17.

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THE ARCHITECT’S PLACE IN THE BUILDING INDUSTRY 
Some Reflections on Clause 5 of the Code of Professional Conduct 


THE Council of the Royal Institute of British Architects have released the 
paper below for publication and wide discussion within the profession. The 
following notes may help to explain its origin: — 


(a) The August 1958 Journal carried a RIBA Report on ‘ The Employment of 
Architects on the Salaried Staffs of Building Contractors’ (also reproduced in THE 
BUILDER of August 8, 1958). This drew attention (paragraph 10) to the anomalous 
position of the architect, who ‘ may be employed in the industry in a subordinate 
capacity, but not in a controlling one, since he is forbidden to be a director.’ Mr. 
Richard Sheppard's Ad Hoc Committee was accordingly asked to look into the 
question further and the review below, while not a formal report from that Com- 
mittee, is broadly the result of their background work. 


(b) The paper will be seen to show a bias in favour of a change in the Code. 
This is deliberate, in order to counter (and perhaps disturb) the weight of tradition 
that is bound to be against it. In no sense, however, does this imply a recom- 
mendation from the Council, who are maintaining an open mind until the profes- 
sion's views are better known. 


(c) Of itself a change in the Code is perhaps not crucial, and certainly not a 
panacea. Nobody suggests that it would be the answer overnight to the all-in 
service challenge. The subject does, however, serve to focus attention on a central 
dilemma of greater importance: Whether to regard Architecture as an integral 
part of Building and act accordingly ; or sharpen the distinction between them, 
widening the gulf between the artist-consultant on the one hand, and the commer- 
cial constructor on the other? Whether, if the ‘ separatist’ course is chosen, that 
will restore whatever dignity, prestige and influence the profession is thought to 
have lost, or merely invite the modern world of big business and high finance to 
by-pass the profession and to let it quietly fade ?. Whether in the times ahead one 
can maintain Architecture balanced on the razor edge between an Art and a 
Profession, inevitably lacking some freedoms of the one, yet forgoing many 
opportunities of the other? Whether, therefore, in professional conduct matters 
to go for a brief Code, allowing maximum latitude, and simply expressed in terms 
of broad principle but rigorously interpreted and enforced ; or to retain a detailed 
Code that attempts to identify and proscribe all irregular activities that could be 
harmful to Architecture ? : 

It is hoped that the paper below will prompt some thought along these broader 
lines. 


INTRODUCTION 


1. These notes are concerned with 
Clause 5 of the Code of Professional 
Conduct, which forbids an architect to 


manager of any firm carrying on any 
of the trades or businesses specified in 
Clause 5(b). 


become a director of a firm associated 
with the building industry. The aim is to 
identify some of the reasons for this 
ruling, to consider their validity in the 
context of modern practice and to assess 
the benefits, if any, that might accrue if 
the Clause were to be modified. 


2. Clause 5 in full reads :— 


(a)A member or Student may be a 
director of any company (except such 
companies as specified in Clause 5 (5) 
including a building society registered 
under the Building Societies Acts, the 
Building Centre, London, the Building 
Centre, Scotland and the Engineering 
Centre, Scotland; but his professional 
affix may not appear on the notepaper 
of the company. 

(b) A member or Student must not be a 
director of a firm or company carrying 
on business as auctioneers or house and 
estate agents or trading in materials 
used in or whose activities are other- 
wise connected with the building indus- 
try or trading in land or buildings for 
profit. 

(c) A member or Student must not carry 
on or act as principal, partner or 


History of Clause 5 


3. In the Kalendar of 1910-11, there 
appears for the first time in the then very 
short Code ‘A member having any owner- 
ship in any building material, device or 
invention proposed to be used on work 
for which he is architect, shall inform his 
employer of the fact before its use.’ This 
stood, with minor variations, for the next 
25 years. In 1920 the urge for stronger 
measures appears, for a further clause 
was added stating that the profession was 
‘incompatible with the business of a Con- 
tractor, Manufacturer, dealer in (or agent 
for) materials used in buildings.’ This, 
however, was deleted two years later and 
no further significant change occurred 
until 1935 when the present law for- 
bidding directorships was introduced 
(with effect from 1937). The Practice 
Committee at the time cited as a typical 
source of worry the case of two architects 
inquiring whether they could become 
directors of a firm making and erecting 
steelwork. The answer had to be Yes, 
“but they are now free to specify this 
steelwork in any contract and thus lose 
that independence which an architect 
must have in administering contracts.’

Some Reasons for Clause 5 


4. This brings one to the familiar argu- 
ments behind the Clause as it now 
stands:— 


(a) The architect must remain an indepen- 
dent practitioner, free to prescribe the 
materials or form of construction 
which in his professional judgment best 
suit the case. Neither loyalty to a given 
concern nor considerations of personal 
profit should be allowed to colour this 
judgment; and client and public must 
be given no cause to think that they 
do. A professional man is paid by pre- 
determined fee which, once agreed, is 
forgotten, so that he may concentrate 
without distraction upon the discharge 
of his professional duties. 


(b) The architect is primarily concerned to 
create beautiful, efficient and soundly 
constructed buildings. The contractor 
is primarily concerned to make a profit. 
The two interests are incompatible, and 
to mix them is to subjugate Art and 
comeliness to expediences of cost, profit 
and technical convenience. 


5. It is possible that a third reason may 
be found to stem from habits of thought 
which have their roots in the past and 
which, where they exist, are no less strong 
for being sub-conscious. The modern 
architect has aristocratic origins in those 
Renaissance men of taste and fashion who 
toured Italy and sought to bring back 
something of her artistic inspiration. 
They returned with highly sophisticated 
theories of design, not easily studied out- 
side Italy and beyond the intellectual 
grasp of most homely master builders. 
These designs demanded for their execu- 
tion that craftsmen, familiar enough with 
native conventions in design, should fore- 
go invention and merely carry out the 
instructions of a single controlling mind. 
Thus from the start there occurred a gap 
in status between architect and builder 
born of a sharp difference in birth, social 
accomplishment and breadth of educa- 
tion. 


6. In the 19th century, the Romantic 
Movement, the Industrial Revolution, 
Victorian notions of professionalism and 
of social strata must all have combined 
to harden these differences into a settled 
pattern. The increasingly grimy town- 
scape and the mundane traffic of living 
was no medium for a man conscious of 
his own aesthetic sensibilities. If * trade’ 
had always been a little vulgar and too 
overtly intent upon a profit, that was 
acutely so now. It was thus scarcely 
thinkable that Architect and Builder, so 
different in background, taste and educa- 
tion should associate in the same enter- 
prise. 


7. Nowadays these notions will be dis- 
missed as outmoded and therefore irrele- 
vant, and so to all appearances they are. 
But as legacies of history they may still be 
caught lingering around the word ‘ com- 
mercial, rendering it disreputable and 
generally colouring one’s thinking. Not 
that it may not be perfectly legitimate to 
regard trade and profit as both disreput- 
able and vulgar; but it would be a pity if 
that kind of emotional irrelevance were to 
cloud one’s judgment of whether Clause 5 
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is or is not a logical Clause, essential to 
the profession’s well-being. 

Metaphysics aside, however, there 
remain the two solid arguments in 4 
above, which for convenience are now 
labelled Integrity and Design:— 

Integrity 

8. This may be the central argument for 
retaining Clause 5. The fear is that the 
architect will lose his independent and 
impartial position, with a corresponding 
ioss of professional integrity and, no less 
important, the appearance of having done 
so. That being a director could, in the 
wrong man, imperil his integrity is beyond 
doubt. The question is whether it would 
strain integrity so much more than would 
many other activities that a special clause 
is needed to forbid it. lt may be that the 
strain upon professional integrity that 
would face an architect-director is only 
ene of very many, and more common, 
strains already inherent in normal prac- 
tice. 

9. There is, for instance, the familiar 
charge that the architect has a vested 
interest in high costs because his fee is 
calculated as a percentage of the final 
cost. Less obviously, any principal in 
private practice must be faced a dozen 
times a month with issues which profes- 
sional integrity alone will cause him to 
resolve with honour to himself and justice 
to his client. It cannot, for example, be 
true that every architect puts into every 
building the maximum work that is pos- 
sible, or he would be out of business. 
Since a primary duty to his client as well 
as to himself is to stay in business, he 
must have some idea, even sub-con- 
sciously, of the margin between his 
expenses and the anticipated fee which 
he aims to ‘ make’ as profit. Thus he is 
bound to decide at some point that further 
work is not practicable whatever the ulti- 
mate in perfection might seem to demand. 
Expressed another way, the less work an 
architect can put into a project consistent 


with not being found out, the greater 
profit he will make. That he does not 
skimp in this way is due to artistic 
integrity vis ad vis the building and moral 
integrity vis a vis his client. These are 
precisely the attitudes the Code aims to 
promote; and once having prescribed 
them in unequivocal terms for universal 
application, it may not be practicable to 
specify too exactly how they apply in 
given circumstances. To do so is to risk 
singling out for condemnation one set of 
conditions which if allowed might lead to 
abuse, while ignoring a host of others 
which already and no less certainly can 
do so too. 

10. Then a director (especially if full- 
time) of a public company is more often 
than not paid by fixed fee or a salary that 
does not vary directly in accordance with 
the company’s prosperity. To become one 
is therefore less likely to lead to corrup- 
tion than to hold substantial shares, whose 
value should certainly reflect directly the 
company’s progress. Yet, since nobody 
can be forced to declare what shares he 
holds, nothing specifically is said about 
shares in the RIBA Code. 

11. Again, the Code allows an architect 
to be consultant to a firm manufacturing 
building materials. Is it realistic to regard 
him as having no personal or financial 
interest in advancing that company’s pros- 
perity merely because he is paid by fee 
and not by commission? Instead of a 
commission, the directors might from 
time to time offer to ‘re-negotiate’ the 
basis of his remuneration in consideration 
of his close attention to their interests. 
This seems a distinction without very 
much difference. 


Design 


12. This is the second obstacle—the fear 
that architect-directors would yield to 
commercial pressures, and good design 
would be submerged. 

13. Could it fairly be maintained, how- 
ever, that where contractors at present do 
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their own designing, their salaried archi- 
tects are so ground down by commercial 
pressures that appalling design consis- 
tently results? Is it not rather that in 
these circumstances superlative design 
seldom results—as for that matter it 
seldom results anywhere else? The diffi- 
culty perhaps is that architects, to their 
credit, yearn for the superlative, whereas 
good builders and their direct clients will 
be mostly content with the thoroughly 
adequate. 

14. It may not be to the good of the pro- 
fession, however, to organise it as if the 
superlative were likely to happen daily 
and Corbusiers abounded: to allow, in 
fact, the best to be the enemy of the good 
by implying that as a masterpiece is 
unlikely to result when contractors do 
their own designs, we are not interested 
in seeing their work raised to the highest 
level possible. This is what, in effect, the 
profession does say, for to allow ‘the 
leader of the building team’ to be a 
subordinate employee only is practically 
to guarantee a subordinate standing also 
for architecture in the company’s policies. 
Clause 5 ensures that if the salaried archi- 
tect is too successful and therefore poten- 
tially influential in deepening a builder's 
understanding of what makes for good 
architecture, he is thrown out for unpro- 
fessional conduct. It is not as if the 
profession was likely thereby to stop 
builders doing their own designs. They 
always have done some since earliest 
times and, short of statutory prevention, 
it is only realistic to assume they always 
will. 

15. It might, long ago, have been a 
logical, defensible policy to decree that, 
like quantity surveyors, architects should 
not be employed at any level whatever 
within building companies. As_ things 
stand, architects are in, and an RIBA 
Report on the subject (August 1958 
Journal) makes it clear that it would now 
be impracticable to attempt to weed them 
out, assuming one wanted to. 


16. It would, no doubt, be right to fear 
for Architecture, and particularly for the 
chances of any epoch-making break 
through, if a change in the Code resulted 
universally in a total integration of archi- 
tect and builder. Nobody, however, 
seriously suggests that either party would 
want full integration to occur. For the 
architect, it would essentially be an alter- 
native (and a limited one at that) to the 
present range of fee-paid and salaried 
practice, not a substitute for it. Some 6 per 
cent of the profession are in industry and 
commerce as a whole ; perhaps | or 2 per 
cent are in contracting firms. A landslide 
seems unlikely. 


Possible Advantages of Amending 
the Code 


17. This paper has dwelt primarily upon 
the reasons for Clause 5 and some of the 
arguments surrounding it. Clearly, how- 
ever, no changes are worth making if they 
merely satisfy logic and fail to bring tan 
gible advantages that outweigh the draw- 
backs. Accordingly limiting consideration 
to building contracting companies only, 
some possible merits in allowing architects 
to become directors are briefly tabu- 
lated : —

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(a) A change should bring into the coun- 
sels of the RIBA and therefore into 
the thinking of the profession a keener 
business sense, and a fuller understand. 
ing of costs and technology as seen 
from the contractor’s standpoint—with 
perhaps some significant consequences 
for architectural education. 

(6) Much is said and written about the 
effect upon design of modern complex 
technology ; of the resulting growth in 
negotiated contracts; and of the general 
need for architect and builder to draw 
closer together. To allow the architect 
to accept a directorship with a contrac- 
tor (as an alternative, not an addition, 
to his existing form of practice) would 
be an experiment in co-operation which 
would not be irrevocable and might be 
profitable. Such experiments would 
have the merit that if some new, satis- 
factory pattern is to evolve over the 
years in the building industry, the pro- 
fession would be in the van of the 
movement, rather than appearing to 
drag its feet. 

(c) If the right men were recruited as 
architect-directors, their performance 
might help to counter sweeping and 
ill-informed assumptions among the 
public that architects know and care 
little for the mundane issues in building 
or the proper conservation of their 
clients’ money. Architect-directors 
would in fact be no more efficient and 
cost-conscious than leading members 
of the profession already are, but their 
existence could raise respect for the 
profession among a ‘nation of shop- 
keepers” which still values sturdy 
commonsense well above aesthetics. 

(d) It is scarcely fair to architects already 
in contracting firms to make claims 
about leadership of the building team 
and then to deny them the chance to 
achieve their natural goal. 

(e) The architect-director could become 
an outpost among building contractors, 
leading them to a clearer understanding 
of what architecture is about, improv- 
ing the quality of speculative building 
and in particular interpreting the 
schemes of private architects. 

(f) At a time when many private archi- 
tects are conscious of a contracting 
range of work for them, it would pro- 
vide stimulus and encouragement if the 
scope were widened by allowing those 
with a bent for business the right to 
exercise it. 


Possible Formule for changing 
the Code 


18. It has seemed convenient to concen- 
trate on building contractors; but before 
any amending legislation one would need 
to think over all the other fields of work 
which architects might enter if the present 
law were merely rescinded without limit- 
ing conditions. 

Many possibilities will at once occur to 
practising architects, but the more com- 
mon variations might be: Architects who 
would form their own building company 
so aS to provide an all-in service (presum- 
ably not unlike Nervi); accept director- 
ships with existing building contractors; 
see the need for some middleman service 
such as Intercon provide and seek to meet 


it; deal in real estate; become directors 
(probably part-time) of firms making 
building materials; and set up some ancil- 
lary services to the architectural profes- 
sion on a commercial basis. 

For some of these (if they are to be 

admissible activities at all) the principle 
of the frankly declared interest that 
obtained from 1910 to 1935 may be felt 
to afford enough safeguards. On the 
other hand, it may be that a clearer prin- 
ciple less open to abuse is that adopted 
by the Institution of Civil Engineers, who 
simply rule that a member may act as a 
private consultant, paid by fee, or be in 
a commercial enterprise, but on no 
account must he be in both simul- 
taneously. 
19. Either ruling would have its hazards 
for some of the categories listed, but they 
may not be so acute as to justify making 
no change at all. It must always be 
difficult in any Code of Professional 
Conduct, having enunciated general prin- 
ciples, to know how far to spell them out 
in terms of practical situations. No form 
of words in fact can prevent a man 
violating the spirit of the Code if he is 
intent upon doing so. It is therefore 
important periodically to see that the 
words used to get as near as may be to an 
unattainable end have not inadvertently 
placed a disproportionate restriction upon 
members and their livelihood, to the ulti- 
mate detriment of Architecture.

XCIV—Soft Water 


HAT a boon it is to have soft water 

flowing through your taps! I have 
just returned from a visit to a district 
where they enjoy water which is beauti- 
fully soft and I find myself wondering 
why nobody has taken the matter more 
seriously. We know about individual 
domestic water softeners, of course, but 
this is just another machine to have in 
the house, requiring weekly attention, and 
even so, you are never quite sure whether 
to soften the whole supply or only a 
part,

The saving in labour that soft water 
provides over conditions experienced 
where hard water has to be used is so 
great that I don’t think those who have 
not used soft water realise just how great 
its value is. What are these advantages? 
The lavatory basin and bath remain clean 
without scum (and what a joy it is to 
bath in soft water!), the we pan does 
not go brown, clothes-washing is very 
much easier, and it is certainly kinder to 
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the skin. Why then do our brilliant 
chemists who have done so much 
valuable research to lighten our domestic 
problems, not tackle the matter in a 
really serious fashion? 

The properties which make for hard 
and soft water are well known, as, of 
course, are the remedies, but it is the 
bulk treatment which seems to escape 
attention. I know I shall be told that 
it is far too expensive, but then so are 
rockets to the moon. We are thinking 
of benefits to the community, not of 
expense. 

I am not trying to sell water softeners 
en masse. I think these are far too local 
and only for those who can afford them, 
but I am thinking about the saving and 
benefits to be derived both in the home 
and factory if soft water were to be 
universally introduced. It may be that 
it would cost millions, but then we are 
beginning to talk in millions these days: 
we are beginning to think in millions— 
not me personally, but the country as a 
whole, and even in millions with noughts 
added to them. 

We are a long-suffering nation, and 
although we sometimes ask for the 
moon, we usually put up with what we 
have got because we know of nothing 
better. We put up with tallow and wax 
candles fer generations, but nevertheless 
we now have a grid of electricity through- 
out the country. We put up with 
‘privies’ for generations, but we now 
have a complete network of water-borne 
sewerage throughout the whole of Eng- 
land. We put up with wells until it was 
decided that everyone was entitled to 
water delivered through a tap. 

I personally feel that we have put up 
with hard water for quite long enough, 
and that the time has come for soft water 
delivery to the tank in the roof of my 
house and everyone else's. 


‘THE ARCHITECT AND FIRE 
PREVENTION’ 
Paper at FPA Conference 


Mr. E. L. Birp, MBE, MC, ARIBA, will 
read a paper on ‘The Architect and Fire 
Prevention’ at the National Fire Protection 
Conference to be held by the Fire Protection 
Association at the Connaught Rooms on 
February 25 and 26 next. Mr. Bird will 
discuss the use of building structure and 
planning to confine outbreaks, the assess- 
ment of fire hazards and fire loads and the 
fire behaviour of typical structures. He will 
also review the fire hazards specific to depart- 
ment stores and details of fire protection 
organisation. 

The conference is being held with the 
active support of the Home Office and the 
Ministry of Labour and National Service. 
Other speakers are Mr, L. G. Wilson, 
OBE, a member of the council of the 
British Employers’ Confederation, of whose 
Safety, Health and Welfare Committee he is 
chairman, and Mrs. F. P. A. McLaughlin, 
member in the recent Parliament for Belfast 
West and recently a member of the Parlia- 
mentary Home Safety Committee. 

Accommodation at the conference is 
limited to 750; to date some 650 people have 
indicated that they wish to attend and appli- 
cations are still coming in. 
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THE CHISWICK FLYOVER 
Opening to Traffic 


HE Chiswick Flyover, the carriage- 
ways of which became available to 
traffic on September 30, is the first major 
two-level highway scheme to be carried 
out in the Metropolitan Area since World 
War IIL. The works extend for about half 
a mile and include a through road to link 
London’s new western approach, the 
Cromwell-road Extension, to the Great 
West-road without interference from 
cross-traffic. This through road is carried 
over a new roundabout 400 ft. in diameter 
with a 40 ft. 0 in. wide carriageway at 
the junction of the North Circular-road, 
Chiswick High-road, the road to Kew 
Bridge and the Great West-road. Traffic 
is distributed to these roads by means of 
four slip roads joining the roundabout at 
ground level. The junction is used by at 
least 40,000 vehicles a day and was 
seriously congested at times. The scheme 
will remove a potential bottleneck at the 
western end of the Cromwell-road Exten- 
sion. 

The through road of the flyover has dual 
24 ft. 0 in. wide carriageways separated by a 
central island and each slip road is 24 ft. 
0 in. wide, providing two traffic lanes. The 
gradient of each slip road east of the round- 
about is about 1 in 20 and that of the through 
road west of the roundabout about | in 19. 
Other gradients do not exceed 1 in 40. 

The flyover embodies two bridges: (a) the 
main bridge, consisting of four freely sup- 
ported square spans each of 125 ft. 0 in., with 
a width of 59 ft. 0 in. between parapets, 
carrying the through road over the new 
roundabout; and (b) a bridge over Wellesley- 
road, east of the new roundabout, 70 ft. 0 in. 
single skew span and 124 ft. 0 in. between 
parapets, as the slip roads meet the through 
route at this point and four 24 ft. 0 in. car- 
riageways are required 

The approaches of the flyover and the sec- 
tion between the bridges are formed on 
embankments retained between mass concrete 
walls, brick faced, with in situ concrete cop- 
ings forming guard verges about 4 ft. 0 in 
wide to the through road and slip road car- 
riageways. The embankment filling consists 
of well graded mechanically stable gravel 
(hoggin) containing between 5 and 15 per 
cent by weight of material passing a No. 200

sieve. The filling was spread in 9 in. layers 
and each layer compacted by nine passes of 
8-ton smooth wheel rollers, a state of com- 
paction corresponding to about 7} per cent 
air voids. Against bridge abutments and 
retaining walls, compaction was carried out 
by means of vibrating plate compactors, the 
degree of consolidation behind bridge abut 
ments corresponding to about 5 per cent air 
voids. 
Carriageway Construction 

Carriageway construction consists gener- 
ally of a reinforced concrete base slab 10 in 
thick with a surfacing of 34 in. of hot rolled 
asphalt. Curing of the concrete was carried 
out by bituminous emulsion spray. Trans- 
verse joints were formed in the base slab at 
a maximum spacing of 120 ft. 0 in. and a 
strip of light steel fabric was laid flat on the 
base slab at the joints before surfacing, as a 
precaution against possible cracking of the 
asphalt. 

The parapet railing consists of tubular steel 
standards and rails connected by a mechani- 
cal joint. The small expansion gaps between 
rails and standards are fitted with neoprene 
expanded rubber washers. 

Road kerbing is of grey granite and light- 
ing columns reinforced concrete of octagonal 
section. 

All structures of the flyover have been 


designed for the Ministry of Transport Stan 
dard Highway Loading and for the 180-ton 
abnormal live load in accordance with British 
Standard 153, Part 3A, 1954, Section A. The 
cost of the flyover is £820,000 

The consulting engineers to the Ministry 
of Transport and Civil Aviation for the 
design and supervision of the Chiswick Fly- 
over Scheme are Messrs. Harry Brompton & 
Partners. The consulting architect is Mr. 
George Stewart, FRIBA

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CIB CONGRESS, ROTTERDAM 


The Need for Increased Building 
Capacity 
T the opening session of the first 
congress of the International Council 
for Building Research Studies and Docu- 
mentation (CIB) held at Rotterdam on 
September 21, the president, Dr. J. VAN 
ETTINGER, said: ‘It is estimated that at the 
end of this century the world building 
capacity will have to be about four-and-a- 
half times as large as it is now. Expressed 
in terms of money this capacity, including 
that for civil engineering, will have to be 
increased from approximately 75 milliard 
dollars (1957) to about 300 miliiard dollars 
by the end of the century.’ 

More than four hundred delegates from 
34 countries attended the five-day congress; 
all of them experts in the field of building 
research, study and documentation. The 
congress was opened by the honorary presi- 
dent, Mr. J. VAN AARTSEN, Minister of Hous- 
ing and “‘uilding in the Netherlands. After 
briefly sketching the Dutch problems and 
achievements in the field of house building, 
Mr. van Aartsen praised the international 
co-operation existing within the framework 
of the CIB. 

Before looking into the future of the world 
building capacity, Dr. VAN ErriNGeR put the 
following question: ‘Do you know that in 
our world of today there are still about 200 
million families living in slums?’ 

‘It is remarkable, he continued, ‘to see 
how little of the total volume of production 
is spent on research work, whilst in the air- 
craft industry, for example, up to 10 per cent 
of the productive capacity goes to research 
and development. The corresponding figure 
in the general sphere of planning, building, 
and civil engineering lies in some countries 
between 0.1 and 0.2 per cent; in some 
countries it is even lower and in a few it is 
non-existent.’ 

Mr. van Ettinger added that if we con- 
sidered it normal to spend one per cent of 
building production on research and develop- 
ment, then the capacity in this field will 
have to increase from its present level of 
100 million dollars to 3,000 million dollars 
by 1999. 

The opening session of the congress was 
also addressed by Mr. A. F. Ewina, Director 
of the Housing, Steel and Engineering Divi- 
sion of the Economic Commission for 
Europe of the United Nations at Geneva and 
by Miss ELLen ScHOENDOoRFF of the Housing, 
Building and Planning Branch of the Bureau 
of Social Affairs of the United Nations in 
New York. Miss Schoendorff drew attention 
to the important part the CIB can play in 
drawing up a long-range plan for stimulating 
the building of low-cost house building 
projects, for which the initiative has come 
from the United Nations. 


Automation in the Building Industry 


On the second day of the congress dis- 
cussions on the sociological and functional 
aspects of housing were held. Reports by 
speakers from Eastern and Western Europe 
showed that there is a very large measure 
of agreement as to the sociological and 
functional research methods to be adopted 
nowadays in the field of housing. 

Mr. J. West, of the British Building Re- 
search Station, said that these methods could 


‘fulfil a useful task by serving as an inter- 
mediary in the relation between architect 
and occupant. Rarely does the architect 
personally know the future occupant and 
user of his building and therefore cannot 
expect to be fully acquainted with the specific 
desires and needs of his clients.’ Mr. West 
said that in this respect there was a great 
task for the CIB and that it was gratifying 
to note that architects were more and more 
inclined to consider sociclogical and func- 
tional research in the field of housing as a 
basis for their housing design. 


Industrialisation 


Discussions were held on the need for 
industrialisation of building methods and 
more specifically on the use of large stan- 
dardised concrete elements in house-build- 
ing. M. Epouarp Foucea, former president 
of the Société des Ingénieurs Civils de 
France and president of the French Institute 
for Applied Research on Reinforced Con- 
crete, gave an exposition of the Coignet 
building system which has recently been 
introduced in Holland by the contracting 
company of Dura. The lecture, which was 
illustrated by a number of slides, was fol- 
lowed by an animated discussion concerning 
some technical details. 


During this discussion another French 
delegate, M. G. BLACHERE, made a com- 
parison between automation in the motor- 
car building industries. It is not necessary to 
have inside knowledge to realise that this 
comparison turned out to be unfavourable 
for the building industry. All the speakers 
were agreed that studies on industrialisation 
of building methods would have to be con- 
tinued energetically in order to make a use- 
ful contribution towards the solution of the 
pressing problem of housing for the world’s 
population. 


Transmission of Knowledge 


The subject of the transmission of know- 
ledge was discussed. 

Since the time that a growing international] 
co-operation in the field of building began 
to manifest itself, there automatically arose 
the need for a universal documentation and 
classification method. 


Mr. L. M. Gertz, of Sweden, president 
of the International Building Classification 
Commission, introduced this subject. After 
considering various methods of transmission 
of knowledge, such as the publication of 
professional journals and manuals or the 
setting up of information centres, he came 
to a system of universal documentation and 
classification. Dr. VAN ErtiNGeR expressed 
the opinion that one of the means to attain 
this goal was to be found in linking up all 
information centres so that they would form 
a chain to span the whole world. 


Proressor G. F. Koeznetsov, of the 
Academy of Building and Architecture at 
Moscow, said that the use of large concrete 
elements in the construction of dwellings 
made it possible in certain cases to reduce 
the total building costs by 10 per cent. With 
a building programme of 2 million dwellings 
annually such economies did not fail to 
induce a choice in favour of this modern 
building method. However, to find the cor- 
rect system it was, of course, necessary to 
engage in a considerable amount of experi- 
menting. Building processes using prefabri- 
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cated elements are, for instance, highly de- 
pendent upon the degree of measurement 
accuracy of the various parts. If the pre- 
fabricated elements did not fit into each 
other on the building site, the builder would 
have to make the necessary corrections, 
which might completely take away the 
economic advantage aimed at. These were 
not the only problems for which a solution 
had to be found; in the field of sound and 
heat insulation specific requirements have 
to be met as regards the choice of materials 
and the way they are used. 

* » * 


Mr. M. Jacopson, of Sweden, reviewed 
the position with regard to the use of pre- 
fabricated elements for building purposes in 
the Scandinavian countries. The views of 
building experts from Eastern Europe and 
those of the Scandinavian countries are to 
a considerable extent in agreement with each 
other. In north-western Europe special 
attention is also given to the problem of 
ensuring effective sound and heat insulation. 
Mr. Jacobson presented a number of colour 
slides to show that the use of large concrete 
elements need not necessarily lead to mono- 
tony in architecture. In Sweden facades are 
quite frequently painted in a pattern of 
colours, whilst an attempt is also made to 
obtain more variety by providing the facade 
elements with ornaments in relief. 

The extent to which these elements have 
already been developed was illustrated by 
a picture showing how a complete bathroom 
unit, including door and key, was placed in 
a block-type building by means of a huge 
crane. Another photograph showed the 
construction method used for building an 
eight-storey block of flats. The first part 
to be erected was the central staircase well; 
on top of this was placed a building crane 
by means of which the elements forming the 
rooms situated around the staircase well 
were finally put in position 


Housing in Tropical Regions 

During the final session of the CIB con- 
gress the problem of mass housing in tropical 
and subtropical areas was discussed. 

The tropical and subtropical areas have 
seen an extraordinary rate of development 
which has led to a huge demand for housing. 
The opening-up of fresh grounds results in 
new villages and even towns being placed on 
the map within a few years’ time, while on 
the other hand there is a considerable drift 
to existing centres of population. 

It is this phenomenon which is responsible 
for the major problems facing these areas. 
Housing in the country-side gives compara- 
tively few difficulties, since building materials 
are readily available and labour problems 
are non-existent. In the big cities this is no 
longer the case. Here building materials are 
expensive and more difficult to obtain, since 
the building industry does not always keep 
pace with the rapid development of the 
towns. Differences in temperature and 
climate as well as the totally different habits 
of living make it impossible simply to copy 
the building methods used in regions with a 
more moderate climate. 

International consultations about the 
results of the research work carried out in 
different parts of the world are therefore 
necessary. The discusssions held on _ this 
subject were introduced by Mr. G. A. Atkin- 
son, Head, Trovical Building Section, Build- 
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ing Research Station, United Kingdom, Lt.- 
Gen, Sir H. Williams of the Council of 
Scientific and Industrial Research, India, and 
Dr. O. H. Koenigsberger of the Architectural 
Association, United Kingdom. 

In his closing address Dr. vAN ETTINGER 
said: ‘ Within the span of a few generations 
we shall have to ensure that the whole world 
is reasonably housed and rendered “ fertile ” 
by technical projects to the extent that the 
material foundation for a habitable world is 
laid. The problem of purposefully building 
a habitable world must be seen as a world 
problem closely linked with the world 
problems of hunger, sickness, war and 
revolution. 

‘I hope therefore,’ continued Dr. van 
Ettinger, ‘that we shall soon be able to start 
with the organisation of an international 
system of information centres which will 
objectively, actively and purposefully assist 
anyone faced with practical difficulties. And 
| also wish to express the hope that the CIB 
will meet with growing success, because it is 
borne by expert knowledge and especially by 
a growing friendship among all the countries 
of the world.’ 


OBITUARY 
Richard L. Reiss 


Mr. RicHARD L. Reiss died suddenly 
at his home in Welwyn Garden City on 
September 30. He was 76. 

Born in 1883, Richard Leopold Reiss 
was educated at Marlborough and Balliol 
College, Oxford. He was called to the 
Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 1907 after which 
he became lecturer in law at Magdalen 
College, Oxford. From 1912 to 1914 he 
was head organiser of Rural Inquiry for 
Mr. Lloyd George’s Land Inquiry; he 
served on the Ministry of Health’s Com- 
mittee on Unhealthy Areas from 1919 to 
1920 and from 1930 to 1938 he was on 
the LCC Housing Committe. He was a 
Knight of the Order of St. Olav, Norway. 

In 1918 he became chairman of the 
executive committee of the Town and 
Country Planning Association and held 
this post until 1929. He played a large 
part in the movement to promote the 
expansion of suitable country towns as a 
means of securing a more efficient and 
healthy distribution of population and 
employment. In 1948 he was awarded the 
Howard Memorial Medal for his dis- 
tinguished services to town planning and 
the garden cities movement. He himself 
lived at Welwyn since its early days. 

In 1948 Reiss became vice-chairman of 
the Welwyn Garden City and Hatfield 
Development Corporations. He was the 
author of many publications on housing 
and town planning.

iw is pleasant to be able to welcome 

a new edition of ‘Hudson.’ Thirteen 
years have elapsed since the last edition 

—years which have seen three new 

editions of ‘Creswell’ and the appear- 

ance of an entirely new standard work 
on building contracts by Mr. Donald 

Keating. But ‘Hudson’ has a special 

place in the literature of this subject, 

and a new edition was long overdue. 

Previous editors of Alfred Hudson’s 
original work did not consider it necessary 
to go beyond minor revisions and they left 
by far the greater part of the text unaltered. 
But over the years changes have been taking 
place, and by now their cumulative effect is 
such that the new editors are surely right 
in thinking that the time has come for more 
radical revision, In the general law of con- 
tract, as the editors point out, there are new 
concepts and a new terminology. The spe- 
cialised law of building contracts has been 
profoundly affected by a variety of factors: 
the use of arbitration as a means of settling 
disputes; the practice of the High Court of 
referring most building cases to Official 
Referees; the development of new techniques 
in building and civil engineering; and the 
widespread use of standard forms of con- 
tract. 

The use of standard forms is now so exten- 
sive that the editors had to decide whether 
to rewrite the book around them. They 
decided against this and their reasons for 
doing so appear sound. First, as they point 
out, the standard forms are subject to com- 
paratively frequent amendment; second, the 
standard forms are drafted to a greater or 
less extent with the case law of the last cen- 
tury in mind, and consequently a proper 
understanding of the standard forms is 
impossible without a knowledge of the prin- 
ciples of that law; and, third, in more 
important contracts a tendency to avoid the 
standard forms, or some part of them, is 
begining to manifest itself. 

In the result, the book retains its original 
form, but with some of the chapters virtu- 
ally rewritten. There is an entirely new 
chapter 1 summarising, for the benefit of 
non-legal readers, the general law on the 
formation of contract. Occasionally, the 
editors have amalgamated two chapters. 
Another feature of special interest to non- 
legal readers is the use of illustrations; this 
was, indeed, a feature of earlier editions and 
the editors have done well to retain it. 
Architects should be especially interested 
in the very lucid discussion of their position 
as certifiers under building contracts; in this 
connection the editors discuss the recent case 
of Hoffman v Meyer in which a South Afri- 
can judge refused to follow the long-stand- 
ing decision in Chambers v Goldthorpe 
which exempted architects from the conse- 
quences of negligence in the issue of a final 
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certificate. The editors believe that this ques- 
tion is likely to recur frequently in practice 
as a result of the recent amendment to the 
RIBA standard form. 

This new edition has been well done, and 
it should restore Hudson to its pre-eminence 
as the leading standard work. It is a ‘ must’ 
for anyone at all closely concerned with 
the legal aspects of building and engineer- 
ing contracts.

FIRM PRICE TENDERING 
‘WHOLLY SATISFACTORY’ 


Warwickshire Architect's Report 


—— price tendering has been shown to 
be wholly satisfactory, the Warwick- 
shire County Architect, Mr. G. R. BARNSLEY, 
FRIBA, told the County Buildings Com- 
mittee in his annual report, presented to the 
committee on October 5. 

He said that, as in previous years, the 
erection of school buildings accounted for 
most of the work done, but he did notice an 
increase in the number of major projects 
undertaken for other committees. * It seems 
evident that this expansion is likely to con- 
tinue,’ he added. 

During the year ended March 31, 1959, 
prices had been fairly constant—though 
tending to rise in the latter part. 

‘The slight rise did not, however, materi 
ally affect the overall position but is indica 
tive of the general expansion which is taking 
place in the building industry the 
country as a whole.’ 

On the success of the firm price tendering 
policy, he said: ‘The incentive placed on 
the contractor by reason of firm prices has 
helped stabilise prices. This is borne out 
by the fact that, although there have been 
new wage increases during the year, these 
have somehow been absorbed by the in- 
dustry and tender prices for new work re- 
mained reasonably constant.’ 

The other major point in his report was 
that the Council’s decision to relieve con- 
tractors of the necessity to provide bonds 
for the due performance contracts had 
helped to secure earlier starts on many con- 
tracts than would have hitherto been 
possible. 

During the year capital expenditure on 
new building works by Council Committees, 
the Standing Joint Committee and the 
Magistrates’ Courts Committee was expected 
to total £1,770,000. This compared with 
£2.225.000 in 1957/58 and an estimated 
£2.550,000 in 1959/60

At each show a new colour film 
entitled ‘Comfort for the Smaller Home, 
made by the ‘ Potterton’ Film Unit specific- 
ally for the launching, was shown. The 
boiler is manufactured by Thomas Potterton 
Ltd., Cavendish Works, Buckhold-road, 
Wandsworth, SW18.

Planning Grants Explained 


The Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government has sent to local authorities a 
copy of the Town and Country Planning 
(Grants) Regulations, 1959 (HMSO, price 
4d.), which came into force on September 
22, and of an Explanatory Memorandum on 
Planning Grants (HMSO, price Is.). As from 
April 1 last, when the system of general 
grants under the Local Government Act, 
1958, came into operation, Exchequer grants 
to local authorities under the Planning Acts 
will be payable only in respect of expendi- 
ture on war damage redevelopment and 
compensation under the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1947, in respect of specified 
land of the National Coal Board. These 
grants will continue to be payable on the 
same basis as the similar grants previously 
payable under the Town and Country Plan- 
ning (Grants) Regulations, 1956, S.I. 1956 
No. 224, which are revoked by the new 
Regulations, and the new explanatory 
memorandum collects together in convenient 
form those provisions of the Explanatory 
Memorandum on the Revised Scheme of 
grants issued with the Ministry’s circular 
No, 35/55 which still apply. 


ALUMINIUM CURTAIN WALLING 
Exhibition at the Building Centre 


AN EXHIBITION now on view at the Build- 
ing Centre, Store-street, London, WC1, dis- 
plays what is claimed to be the most com- 
prehensive array of aluminium curtain wall- 
ing systems yet staged in the world. It con- 
sists of 30 uniform panels carrying full-sized 
sections of each of the 15 British curtain 
walling systems represented, and displaying 
section drawings, brief factual statements, 
and photographs of existing installations in 
which the systems have been applied. 

The existence of at least 15 major curtain 
walling systems in this country is evidence 
of the growing interest in this technique 
which has for some time beea well estab- 
lished both on the Continent and in the 
USA. Aluminium’s special advantages for 
this purpose are its light weight and high 
resistance to corrosion, leading to lower 
maintenance costs. 

The exhibit shows examples of aluminium 
left in its natural state, anodised in the 
normal silver finish, and anodised and dyed 
in one of a range of attractive colours. Spe- 
cifications exist in respect of weather-resist- 
ance and colour fastness. 

The exhibition will continue at the Build- 
ing Centre until October 24. It is accom- 
panied by an explanatory leaflet in which 
each system is fully described and illustrated. 


BUILDING WAGES 
Discussion by Union: 
Decision on Claim Deferred 


A FINAL decision on the possibility of 
submitting a new wage claim early next 
year was deferred by the leaders of the 19 
building trade unions who met on September 
30 to discuss the matter. 

Suggestions which were made at the meet- 
ing, including one for an increase of 4d, an 
hour, are to be reviewed by the executive 
of the National Federation of Building 
Trades Operatives, to which the unions are 
affiliated. A further conference of the 
unions may be held. Other proposals which 
may be considered include a demand for a 
shorter working week. 

So steady has been the retail prices index 
in recent months, to which the operatives’ 
cost-of-living bonus is linked, that it is 
expected that for the first time for many 
years no automatic pay increase will follow 
the annual review next January. The 
operatives received another penny an hour 
under the sliding scale agreement last 
February, but their demand for a further 
general ipcrease of 4d. an hour was rejected. 


New Pay Claims by Professional 
Civil Servants 


THe INSTITUTION OF PROFESSIONAL Civil 
SERVANTS has put in two new pay claims 
in an effort to maintain the position of its 
professionally qualified members. One is 
for engineers, architects and surveyors in 
the basic grade of the works group, the other 
for executive engineers in the Post Office. 

Both these claims, announced in the Sep- 
tember/October issue of State Service, 
journal of the Institution, are for settlements 
which cannot wait while the painfully long 
drawn out exercise of the pay research unit 
is completed. Mr. Stanley Mayne, the 
general secretary, has told the Treasury that 
as no final result from the PRU report on 
the works group can be expected before 
December of next year, there must be: * some 
immediate steps to ameliorate the position 
of those officers who have been standing still 
on their maximum scale, some for a con- 
siderable number of years.’ For this reason 
he suggests as an interim measure, increases 
in the present basic scale of £50 increments 
to bring the maximum to £1,510 a year. 

Within a week of presenting that claim 
Mr. Mayne sent a wage claim to the Post 
Office for increases for executive engineers, 
whose assistants have just completed success- 
ful pay negotiations through the Society of 
Telecommunications Engineers. In some 
cases the assistant engineers have improved 
their pay beyond that of the executives. 
“Where on the national average one 
executive engineer supervises directly about 
five assitiant engineers, this pay situation 
cannot be tolerated, says Mr. Mayne.

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PRECASTING CONCRETE PANELS 


IN STACKS 


By D. Bishop, AMICE, ARICS 


This article describes a simple and economical method of precasting concrete 
roof and floor slabs. The method is suited to site or yard use and involves employ- 


ing panels cast previously as the bed moulds for successive panels. 


Panels are 


cast in stacks which are normally limited to ten in height. The sequence of work 
is straightforward. The number of stacks is determined by the area available, by 
the number of panels and by the minimum curing time (which refers to the top 


panel in the stack). 


Each stack is cast on a concrete base, slightly larger than the 


first panel, and having a carefully trowelled top surface, since this surface deter- 
mines the profile of the bottom panel in the stack. Casting then commences and, 


when the first panel is sufficiently mature 


usually 12 hours after casting—a parting 


agent is applied to its upper surface, the edge forms are reassembled and the 


second slab is cast. 


Introduction 


Hy, VERY use of precast concrete com- 

ponents in building poses the pro- 
blem whether the components should be 
precast on site by the general contractor. 
Site precasting is particularly advan- 
tageous when it can be undertaken by 
labour and plant that is necessarily 
on the site for other work and thus does 
not involve the contractor in additional 
commitments. These conditions are pre- 
sent on buildings of composite construc- 
tion involving in-situ and precast concrete 
for, although the amount of in-situ con- 
crete is often relatively small, the rate at 
which concrete must be placed may 
demand a gang and plant equal to that 
required if the work were wholly in-situ. 
Frequently, such a gang can be kept busy 
only if employed to produce the precast 
concrete components. 

A particular instance was met by the 
Building Research Station during an ex- 
amination of different types of flat con- 
struction. The flats, designed by the 
Architect’s Department of Edmonton 
Borough Council, had precast concrete 
floor panels supported on in-situ. con- 
crete cross-walls, and an ad hoc study 
was made by the Building Research 
Station of the method of precasting 
panels in stacks. 

Although site casting of this nature has 
been done previously it is considered that 
a description of the method may be of 
interest to builders. The method involves

This cycle is repeated at daily intervals. 


employing panels cast on one day as 
the bed moulds fer panels cast on the 
following days. The first panel is cast 
horizontally within edge moulds resting 
on a carefully prepared base, and then 
acts as the bed mould for the second 
panel. The sequence of work is thus 
straightforward and the panels are cast in 
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stacks which are usually limited to ten 
panels in height (Fig. 1). The number 
of stacks is determined by the area avail- 
able, the number of panels and the mini- 
mum curing time for the top panel in 
the stack. In the study made at the 
Building Research Station, panels were 
cast for a hollow pot floor of normal 
design. These were 12 ft. 2in. long by 
5 ft. 6 in. wide and 5 in. thick. After 
seven days, when the strength of the con- 
crete was about 2,500 Ib./in.’, the panels 
could be lifted without any signs of dis- 
tress, 

The greatest economy in working area 
can be achieved when the stacks are 
arranged in three groups, each containing 
work to be erected at intervals equal to 
the minimum curing time. That is to say 
when panels from one group are being 
erected, those in another are maturing 
and those in the last are being cast. The 
layout adopted at the site at Edmonton 
is shown in Fig. 2, which illustrates a 
precasting yard established in a confined 
area between the batching plant and the 
rail track of the tower crane. Alterna- 
tively, on a site with scattered buildings, 
the panels may be set out alongside the

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building as shown at Fig. 3; here a com- 
pact layout has been obtained by stacking 
dissimilar panels in diminishing order of 
size. 

Each stack is cast on a level concrete 
base, slightly larger than the bottom 
panel, and, since this surface determines 
the planeness of the under-surface of the 
bottom panel in the stack, it must be 
carefully trowelled. The first panel is 
cast and, when it is sufficiently mature 
(usually after 12 hours), a parting agent 
is applied to its upper surface, the edge 
forms detached and reassembled, and the 
second slab is cast. This cycle is repeated 
at daily intervals. 

Stack casting has five advantages. 
First, precasting may be carried out in 
a compact area. Second, site prepara- 
tion amounts to little more than a num- 
ber of simple concrete bases set in a small 
working area; sometimes they may even 
be incorporated in space allocated to 
site pavings. Third, edge moulds are 
relatively cheap and have many uses: at 
Edmonton for example, the cost of the 
edge moulds amounted to about 3d. per 
sq. ft. of slab. Fourth, if the units are 
cast on site, work may be arranged so 
that concrete is produced when the mixing 
and batching plant otherwise would be 
idle. Fifth, panels may be lifted direct 
from the casting bed to the building, thus 
double handling is avoided and cranes 
are required only for actual erection. Con- 
sequentiy the method is potentially 
economical. 


Some Technical Matters 


Despite the basic simplicity of this 
system there are a few technical matters 
that merit consideration. 

Edge Moulds: Edge moulds are usually 
of mild steel channel sections bolted 
together (Fig. 4) and, if the edge of the 
panel to be cast is other than square, 
details can be easily formed by wood or 
folded plate inserts fixed to the web of 
the channels. Folded plate inserts should 
not be welded to the channels since this 
causes warping which is difficult to cor- 
rect. Edge moulds are usually supported 
by resting them directly on the slab 
below. The alternative of clamping them 
to the lower slab has the disadvantage of 
producing cumulative errors in dimen- 
sions, while supporting them indepen- 
dently is more expensive in equipment. 
Setting out is simplified if a tie, placed 
across one corner of the mould, is pro- 
vided with tapered pins at the end which 
mate with holes in the flanges of the 
channel. Since channel sections are in- 
clined to twist when loaded laterally, long 
edge moulds should be strengthened by 
cross ties at intervals of about 6 ft.; these 
can be removed after the concrete is com- 
pacted so that the concrete can be 
trowelled without obstruction. 

Parting Agents: Parting agents may be 
divided into two categories, first, solu- 
tions, emulsions or slurries which are 
sprayed or painted on the slab and, 
second, sheet materials which are laid 
over the slab. 

Although parting agents in the first 
category are widely employed in 
America, their use has not been developed 
in England, and only one commercial 


preparation of a resin dissolved in white 
spirit is known. This is an effective part- 
ing agent but is more expensive than other 
means and also leaves a deposit of resin 
on the soffit which would require removal 
before plastering. Other chemical solu- 
tions are debarred on account of cost. 
Powdered chalk applied as a slurry forms 
an effective parting agent and has the 
advantage that the soffit of the upper slab 
is sufficiently rough to receive plaster, 
but the slurry is difficult to apply evenly 
and the cost might be high. 

In the second category, three effective 
parting agents are available: 

(i) Building Paper: Building papers 
vary in grade and price from about 24d. 
per square yard for unreinforced papers 
to 64d. per sq. yd. for those reinforced in 
one direction, and 104d. per sq. yd. for 
those reinforced in two. 

The grade tested was reinforced in two 
directions, cost 104d. per sq. yd., and 
proved satisfactory for one use but had 
too many pin-holes to be used again. The 
paper was used dry, oiled and dusted with 
talc; in all the tests the paper parted 
easily. Dusting the paper with talc is not 
recommended because it forms a greasy

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medium which does not ruckle when laid 
and concrete cast against these has a 
smooth, almost glassy, surface. Sheets 
6 ft. x 4 ft. x 0.02 in. thick cost about 
104d. per sq. ft. and can be used many 
times. Formation of fins between the 
shutting edges may be avoided by joining 
the sheets with thin vinyl adhesive tape. 

(iii) Roofing Felt: Roofing felt is avail- 
able in several grades in rolls 3 ft. in 
width, ranging in price from about 
ls. 7d. to 2s. 11d. per sq. yd. 

Tests were carried out with a good 
quality self-finished roofing felt which 
proved to be an excellent parting agent 
with a life of several uses, the limit of 
which has not been determined. Excess 
talc should be brushed from the surface 
before the first use. 

The surface produced on the soffit of 
the slab was textured, and probably plas- 
ter could be applied without further treat- 
ment. 

Placing and Compaction of Concrete: 
Since no slab in a stack can be lifted until 
the top one is sufficiently strong to resist 
the handling stresses, the concrete used 
should develop a relatively high early 
strength which can be accelerated if neces-

deposit on the concrete. The surface of 
the soffit of the component is slightly 
textured but may require treatment 
before plastering. Some of the cheaper 
grades of paper tend to separate and 
adhere to the concrete and are difficult 
to remove. 

(ii) Plastic Sheets: These include poly- 
thene, pvc and polystyrene sheets. Poly- 
thene film is produced in rolls 12 ft. wide 
and in thicknesses varying from 0.0015 to 
0.0050 in. (There are other grades in 
rolls of lesser width.) The cost varies with 
the quantity purchased and is directly pro- 
portional to the thickness of the material. 
The price of the 0.0015 in. film varies 
between 34d. and 43d. per sq. yd. 

The majority of the tests were carried 
out with the 0.0015 in. sheet which proved 
satisfactory for one use. The sheets 
always parted from the concrete without 
difficulty but were pin-holed sufficiently 
to prohibit further use. The surface pro- 
duced on the soffit of the upper slab is 
smooth and glassy and would probably 
require treatment before plastering. 
Heavier grades resist pin-holing, but their 
economic life is not known. 

Rigid plastic sheets provide a separating 


sary by the addition of calcium chloride 
which should not exceed 2 per cent. of 
the weight of cement. Also, since the 
planeness of the surface of the lower slab 
determines the flatness of the soffit, the 
concrete must be of sufficient workability 
to allow screeding and finishing to a plane 
surface without difficulty. 

Should a very flat soffit be required 
either more care must be taken to produce 
a plane upper surface (for example by 
compacting the concrete to a level below 
the edge mould and by surfacing with a 
cement/sand mortar), or a_ semi-rigid 
separator must be used. 

Plastering: Plastering, if required, may 
be reduced to a single coat of Class B 
retarded hemihydrate gypsum plaster. If 
the suction of the slab is corrected before 
plastering as described by Ryder “, the 
plaster may be applied directly to the con- 
crete, however smooth the surface. In 
some cases contractors may prefer to use 
a PVA emulsion bonding treatment. 

Conclusions: This simple technique 
may be employed to precast cheaply a 
wide variety of elements, including floor 
and roof panels, beams and frames. In 
particular the method is ideally suited to 
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ates feees as e*”

‘BUILDING IN NORTHERN CANADA’ 


Logistics and Economics

f bione main distinguishing feature of 
building in northern Canada is the 
effect which climate and the location 
of construction projects have on the 
economic aspects of construction and the 
necessary combination of arrangements 
for constructon that can best be described 
by the word ‘ logistics.” In many cases, 
these factors are apparent. They are 
important in all northern building pro- 
jects and yet they are the least obvious 
to those who are not familiar with the 
problem of building in the North. They 
depend so much on local factors that 
every northern building job has to be 
specially studied with respect to its 
economics and logistics. The following 
general notes, however, will serve as a 
guide to the factors that must be thus 
considered. 


Access 


In the popular mind, the problem of 
access to northern locations has decreased 
in importange in view of the popular 
attention given to flying. Remarkable 
though flying is, and wonderful as is the 
air service given to the North, it has in 
no way reduced the distances that have 
to be travelled, so that remoteness and 
transportation problems are still the most 
serious aspects of all northern building. 
It is true that the airplane can give speedy 
access to Most points in northern Canada 
but this can only be done at appreciable 
cost. When thought is given to the 
volume and weight of materials involved 
in construction, it can readily be seen that 
air transport is no ready solution to the 
movement of construction materials and 
equipment, 

(a) Air Travel.—Air travel is now 
available for most settled locations in the 
North with regularly scheduled trips from 
Edmonton to Aklavik and from Montreal 
to Frobisher Bay, with well established 
services to Churchill, Manitoba. Other 
locations can be reached by special 
charter flights. Such services are valuable 
for passenger travel where the saving of 
personal time can be offset against the 
high cost of transport. This same factor 
does not apply in the case of material 
transport. 


The cost of air transport for goods 
can be illustrated by the current air 
freight rate from Edmonton to Aklavik 
which is 60 cents per pound. This one 
figure in itself is enough to illustrate the 
limited use to which air transport can be 
put for construction operations. The 
figure can be given in its context by 
reference to the following table:

A further complication is caused by the 
fact that the spring break-up and fall 
freeze-up periods give two intervals of 
about six weeks each, or a total of three 
months during which the ordinary ski and 
float equipped planes cannot safely be 
used in the North. During these critical 
periods, air travel is restricted to finished 
airfields such as those for the Northwest 
Stage Route, those of the Mackenzie 
Valley, and some of those serving defence 
installations. As more permanent air- 
strips are developed, this situation will 
change but for a long time it will place 
a very serious limitation upon northern 
air travel. 

(b) Marine Transport.—Reference to 
a map of northern Canada will show 
how very restricted is access to the North 
by sea. It is possible to sail to the 
western Arctic coast through Bering 
Strait, but the open season of navigation 
is so short that only one such delivery 
by sea each year to the western Arctic 
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can ve contemplated. Ics for this reason 
that the western Arctic has always been 
supplied with its goods, and will prob- 
ably continue to be supplied for a long 
time to come, by the Mackenzie River 
route. 

Sailings to the eastern Arctic are com- 
plicated by. sea ice conditions but it is 
usually possible to get one freight 
delivery by sea in each season, as typified 
by the regular service of the supply ships 
to the Hudson Bay posts and the service 
now provided by the Department of 
Transport. For the DEW Line construc- 
tion, the same access route was followed, 
with what amounted to a major flotilla 
which was able to make one major 
delivery of freight in each of the con- 
struction seasons. The fact that only one 
such delivery can usually be made by sea 
each year to Arctic areas shows that all 
planning of such freight deliveries must 
be made one year in advance. The limi- 
tations which this imposes upon con- 
struction are obvious. 

Access to Hudson Bay is possible for 
a rather longer period, as shown by the 
development of marine traffic into and 
out of the port of Churchill. This 
greater freedom of sea transport applies, 
however, only to Hudson Bay and to the 
Labrador coast. Even here, the open 
season for navigation is restricted to a 
few months at the most. 

(c) Rail Transport.—Rail transport is 
normally accepted without question as 
the principal means of conveying con- 
struction machinery, plant, and materials 
to the sites of construction jobs. Here 
again, the situation in northern Canada 
differs markedly from that in the rest of 
Canada. Reference to a map will show 
that, working from east to west, the only 
rail services available anywhere near the 
North are: the Iron Ore Railway from 
Seven Islands to Knob Lake; the 
Ontario Northland Railway giving access 
from Cochrane to Moosonee ; the Hud- 
son Bay Railway, leading to Churchill, 
Manitoba; the Northern Alberta Rail- 
way, connecting Edmonton with Water- 
ways and Dawson Creek; the Pacific 
Great Eastern Railway, now connecting 
Vancouver with Prince George, BC, with 
further extensions in view; the White 
Pass and Yukon Railway, connecting 
Skagway with Whitehorse. 

When it is realised that the terminus 
at Waterways is still 1,700 miles from the 
Arctic coast, it will be realised that rail 
transport is really of no direct assistance 
to northern building. There is now 
under consideration an extension of the 
Northern Alberta Railway to Pine Point 
on Great Slave Lake, but even this will 
still leave 1,000 miles between railhead 
and the Arctic coast. 

(d) Mackenzie River Route—The 
North is, however, fortunate in one most 
remarkable transportation route, unique 
to Canada. This is the Mackenzie 
River system. Starting as the Athabasca 
River, in the foothills of the Rockies, a 
river which passes about 300 miles north 
of Edmonton before swinging to the 
north and entering Lake Athabasca, it 
continues as the Slave River connecting 
the latter lake with Great Slave Lake. 
The Mackenzie River proper flows from 
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Great Slave Lake to the Arctic coast 
entering the Arctic ocean through its 
phenomenal delta, 100 miles long and 
almost 50 miles wide. 

The unique feature of the Mackenzie 
River system is that it is navigable from 
Waterways (present railhead of the 
Northern Alberta Railway, 300 miles 
north of Edmonton) to the Arctic ocean 
with only one portage, this being at the 
Pelican Rapids on the Slave River 
between Fort Fitzgerald and Fort Smith. 
A road has existed as a portage route 
around these rapids for many years. 
Transportation to the northwest of 
Canada has therefore been developed 
around the use of this system with an 
upper river fleet of shallow draft vessels 
sailing from Waterways to Fort Fitz- 
gerald and serving Lake Athabasca, and 
a lower river fleet sailing from Fort Smith 
to the Arctic and serving Great Slave 
Lake. 

The upper river has an open season of 
about four months and the lower river 
an open season of about three months. 
Since the distance from Waterways to 
the Arctic coast is 1,700 miles, it will be 
realised that freight deliveries by this 
system must also be planned well in 
advance, generally a year ahead, in order 
to ensure delivery. 

(e) Highway Facilities—Roads to the 
North are even fewer than rail connec- 
tions. There are no roads giving any 
access to northern areas until one comes 
to Alberta, where there is a road from 
Grimshaw to Hay River, thus giving 
road access to Great Slave Lake. This 
road is regularly used for express ship- 
ments from the lake and for facilitating 
shipments to the lower river. The Alaska 
Highway gives direct connection to 
Whitehorse and the Yukon in general, 
with new connections now proposed from 
the Keno Hill road across into the 
Mackenzie Valley. Surveys for this and 
other new northern roads are in progress 
and construction is well advanced on an 
extension of the Hay River road, which 
will eventually reach Yellowknife. Even 
with these extensions, however, road 
access to the North is so limited as to be 
almost negligible in construction 
planning. 

Economics 

From the foregoing notes on trans- 
portation to the North, it can readily be 
realised that it is not an exaggeration to 
say that the economics of construction 
in northern Canada are ‘upside down’ 
economics when based on normal con- 
struction thinking. Accordingly, in 
many, if not most, northern construction 
projects carried out for civilian purposes, 
economics will be found to be the main 
determinant. 

(a) Cost of Freight——The main factor 
is the cost of transporting freight such as 
construction equipment, materials, etc., 
to northern construction sites. Table 
One shows something of the general 
picture. The problem can be illustrated 
by a relatively simple example in that it 
costs just about as much to transport the 
materials for an ordinary single house 
from Edmonton to Aklavik as it does to 
purchase all the materials in the first 
place at Edmonton. 


(b) Use of Local Materials —High 
cost of freight immediately suggests that 
local construction materials should be 
used whenever possible. Most unfor- 
tunately, there are very few such 
materials available in the North. The 
tree line is generally far below the 
southern limit of the northern area under 
review in this paper, the only exception 
being in the Mackenzie Valley where the 
tree lines does almost reach the Arctic. 
This gives a small local supply of wood 
along the Mackenzie. Apart from this, 
all lumber has to be brought in to 
construction sites. 

Sand and gravel and crushed rock can 
be obtained in some areas throughout the 
North for the making of concrete, but 
the necessary cement has to be brought 
in and it is unusually heavy by any 
standard. The only other material which 
can be thought of for building is solid 
rock which can be excavated and cut 
for use as masonry. This requires much 
labour and is therefore not generally 
an economical proposition. 


John Rae’s Lesson 


It is of some interest to note that John 
Rae, the famous Scottish explorer, had 
such thoughts in view on one of his first 
winters in the North, when he built him- 
self a small cabin of cut stone and started 
to live in it. Before the winter was out, 
he had to abandon the stone house and 
join his Eskimo friends in their igloos, 
since stone, unfortunately, is a very good 
conductor of heat and therefore not a 
suitable material for northern building. 

Ice or compacted snow is—on the 
other hand—a most remarkable material 
in view of its special properties. It is not, 
however, a year-round material and there- 
fore does not call for any further detailed 
consideration. 


(c) Use of Light Materials.—If local 
materials are not available, then it 
follows that materials to be used for 
building should be as light as possible. 
This is a constant challenge, even as it 
is also one of the reasons why wood 
continues to be such a _ satisfactory 
northern building material, since, pound 
for pound, it is stronger than steel and 
concrete and it is at the same time a 
good insulating material. It is clear, 
however, that in the development of even 
lighter materials lies one of the promises 
for advance in northern building. 


(d) Prefabrication.—Because of the 
high cost of transporting men and of the 
short summer working season in northern 
locations, building in the North provides 
one of the best potentials for the use of 
prefabricated components and systems 
provided that these are not unduly heavy. 

It is not without interest to note that 
prefabrication is not a new feature of 
northern building, for Martin Frobisher, 
in his second voyage into Hudson Bay at 
the end of the 16th Century, carried in 
the holds of one of his two little ships, 
two prefabricated houses made in 
England. 


(e) Relative Costs.—It remains only to 
point out that in the economic studies 
which must be carried out for all northern 
building projects, it is essential to recog- 
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nise that proper economic comparison 
can only be based on annual costs, i.e. 
the totals of interest on capital, sinking 
funds, maintenance and operating costs 
including heating, rather than on first 
capital costs. In no other branch of 


engineering design does the importance 
of due regard for annual costs as com- 
pared with first costs loom larger than 
in studies of northern building. 


Remoteness 


Another aspect of the geographical 
phases of northern building is the effect 
of the remoteness of northern building 
sites upon basic concepts of building 
design. This phase of northern building 
can best be illustrated by citing a few 
of the more important aspects of design 
which are directly affected by remoteness 
of location. 


(a) Rugged Design.—All designs of 
buildings, fittings, components and equip- 
ment must be rugged to a degree that is 
not necessary in southern locations since 
no replacements can be quickly obtained, 
apart from those carried in stock, and in 
all but the larger communities repairs will 
have to be executed with no expert assis- 
tance available. 

(b) Ease of Repair.—Since no repair 
facilities are available except in the major 
centres of the North, it is essential that 
building structures, building equipment 
and fittings always be such that they can 
easily be repaired by the personnel and 
with the material that will normally be 
available, This one fact points to sim- 
plicity in design and to the greatest of 
care being exercised in the introduction 
of new and untested designs or equipment 
into the North. 


(c) Standardisation.—In order to make 
the best use of such spare parts as can 
be carried, and to allow for the inter- 
changeability of mechanical and electrical 
equipment, it is essential to have the 
maximum possible extent of standardisa- 
tion in buildings and equipment in the 
North. 

(d) Fire Precautions.—Because of the 
remote location of northern buildings and 
of the many northern settlements which 
include a relatively few buildings, the 
danger of fire in the North is an ever 
present one and of far more serious 
consequence than anywhere else in 
Canada. If, for example, all the buildings 
at a settlement are burned out during the 
winter, the inhabitants stand little chance 
of survival, since there is nowhere else 
to go. The planning and detailed design 
of buildings with reference to fire preven- 
tion is therefore vital. The location of 
buildings and their proper spacing to give 
necessary fire separations is equally im- 
portant. 


Of major importance is also the very 
mundane matter of proper housekeeping, 
i.e. maintenance of all buildings in neat 
condition and the regular maintenance 
and cleaning of all equipment, especially 
that used for heating. The results of 
good housekeeping are vividly shown by 
the fact that the RCMP, even though 
their buildings in the North are nearly 
all built of wood, have never lost a build- 
ing due to fire.

Electric floor warming at the Sighthill Health Centre 


Sighthill was designed as an Experimental Centre under the National 
Health Service Act. The building forms a hollow square round a central 
courtyard. The north wing holds administrative departments on the 
ground floor and dental theatres on the first floor. The south wing 
houses the joint services departments. The east wing comprises child 
welfare services and the west wing is divided into six medical suites. 


Fully controlled warmth The building is heated by electric low temperature underfloor radiant 


heating. This is thermostatically controlled and designed to maintain 
against an outside temperature of 25°F. the following inside temperatures: 
surgeries, recovery and X-ray rooms 70°F.; passages and lavatories 
60°F.; kitchen 52°F .; other rooms 65°F. Electrical intake is “off peak” and 
available between 7 p.m. and 7 a.m., and 11 a.m. and 3 p.m. 


Loadings Total loading amounts to 262 kW and is designed for off-peak operation. 
This load comprises 232 kW embedded in the concrete floors and 30 kW 
in concealed wall panels. The total floor area of the building is 35,000 sq. ft. 


A variety of floor finishes tested Floor finishes laid were: wood block, cork tile, thermoplastic, mastic 


asphalt, Caithness stone slabs and terrazzo. All these have given very 
satisfactory service under heated floor conditions. 


Results The installation has been running for over five years and the average annual 
consumption for floor warming purposes is 418,960 units costing £1,400. 
Thermograph records were taken during the winter 1955/56. These 
show that when, in February 1956, the mean daily outside temperature 
was 22.6°F., the maximum drop in inside temperature during the cut-off 
period was only 2.6°F. Even under these extreme conditions the internal 
air temperature did not fall below 60°F.

1. FOUNDATIONS 


The use of a PRESSUREMETER for ‘in situ’ 
soil testing is claimed to have many advan- 
tages in measuring the plastic and elastic 
properties in the soil on the building site. It 
is particularly useful for last-minute investi- 
gation work for preliminary results are 
almost immediately available and the delays 
associated with laboratory tests are avoided. 
In essence, it is a means of carrying out a 
horizontal load test on the soil in a borehole. 

A cylindrical probe, which is lowered 
down the hole, consists of three independent 
cells formed by rubber membranes that can 
be expanded under Co, gas pressure applied 
from the surface to press against the bore- 
hole walls and cause them to deform. The 
degree of deformation is measured by water 
supplied to the central cell from plastic tubes 
connected to a measuring instrument at the 
surface. The two outer cells expand under 
equal pressure and thereby minimise end 
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effect in the central measuring cell. Tests 
are normally done in a 24 in. borehole and 
for gravels or coarse sands can be done in 
a lined borehole through a specially pre- 
pared slotted casing. The Pressurémeter has 
been used extensively in France and other 
countries over the past three years and is 
now available under survey contracts in this 
country.

2. HEATING 


Wafer-thin PANEL RADIATORS are now 
being manufactured in this country only half 
an inch in thickness.

5. ROADS 


For laying roads, including base coat and 
top coat work, a medium-sized black top 
PAVER has been used successfully in this 
country. The machine is assembled on a 
standard Fordson diesel tractor and, for lay- 
ing, has four forward gears and one reverse, 
for travelling, six forward and two reverse.

Scotland’s Housing, August 


HE number of new houses completed in 

Scotland in August was 1,443. This 
brings the total of completions this year to 
17,905, a decrease of 4,414 compared with 
the same period last year. 

This information is contained in the 
monthly return of the Department of Health 
for Scotland and the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government now published by 
HMSO, price 3d. 

Of the 371,655 houses built in Scotland 
since the war 339,688 were built by public 
authorities and 31,967 by private builders 
In England and Wales, 19,227 houses were 
built in August. 


Municipal Buildings for Aberdeen 


WorK WILL begin shortly on the first stage 
of Aberdeen’s new municipal buildings in 
Broad-street, in the area opposite Marischal 
College, which has been prepared for this 
purpose over the years. Construction 1s 
planned in two sections. The first section 
will be an L-shaped block, approximately 
half the final building, with 200 ft. frontage 
and a 200 ft. wing. The second stage, to 
be undertaken at a later date, will repeat 
the basic shape of the first section, although 
the ultimate details remain to be determined 
in the light of further planning and removal 
of older property. The completion of the 
first stage will allow transfer to the new 
municipal office of all those offices now on 
the west side of Broad-street, as well as 
several other transfers. This in turn will 
permit the widening of Broad-street, which 
is actually a relatively narrow street, despite 
its name. 

The total scheme has been estimated to 
cost £770,000, of which £385,000 will be 
devoted to the first stage of the development 
The second stage of the plan will be timed 
according to the circumstances applying. 

The entire project has been planned by 
the City Architect, Mr. George Keith, 
ARIBA, AMTPI, the senior assistant in 
charge being Mr. Ilan M. Thomson, ARIBA 


£20,000 for Games Facilities 

A GRANT to Cumbernauld Development 
Corporation of £20,000 for the provision of 
playing fields, a pavilion, and recreation 
facilities in the new town of Cumbernauld 
has been made by the Isaac Wolfson Foun- 
dation. Twenty acres will be developed to 
cater for recreational facilities, which 
include a bowling green and tennis courts 
Preparatory work is to start as soon as 
possible. 


New £31,000 Factory for Wick 


Tue Caithness Planning and Works Com- 
mittee have authorised planning permission 
for the establishment of a £31,000 factory 
at Wick which, when fully developed, may 
employ about 100 workers, including some 
local people. The nature of the product of 
the factory has not yet been disclosed. The 
floor space required is 15,000 sq. ft. 
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University Development, Edinburgh 

EpinsurGH UNIversity authorities have 
received planning permission from the 
corporation to demolish certain historic 
buildings on the east and south sides of 
George-square Edinburgh, for a university 
development to cost £6 million. 

The proposed scheme is opposed, in addi- 
tion to others, by the National Trust for 
Scotland and the Ancient Monuments 
Society, and recently the Secretary of State 
for Scotland brought the opposing sides 
together to try to solve the deadlock 

Mr. Basit Spence, PRIBA, consultant 
architect to the university, expressed the view 
that the university's plan offered an unrivalled 
opportunity not only to create a university 
precinct worthy of the traditions of Edin- 
burgh, but also to make a significant contri- 
bution to the city of Edinburgh as a whole. 


Oban’s New Houses 


OspaN TOWN CounciL are to spend over 
£270,000 on the construction of 174 new 
houses and two shops. The Council have 
recommended acceptance of a tender by a 
firm at Cleland, Lanarkshire, to build 146 of 
the houses and the two shops for £238,000. 
They are to borrow £32,633 to meet the cost 
of 28 houses already built. 


Stirling Architects’ Competition 

THe STIRLING SocieETy OF ARCHITECTS 
announced on October 1, that Mr. John 
Simpson, Stirling County Council, had won 
first prize in the senior section of their annual 
competition, open to students. Mr. Hugh 
Crockett, of Larbert won the junior section. 
There were 14 entries, and the assessor was 
Mr. J. A. H. Mottram, president of the Royal 
Incorporation of Architects in Scotland. 
New Factory 

DICKSON AND MANN L1tp., mining engineer- 
ing and structural engineers of Armadale, 
West Lothian are to build a £50,000 factory 
to manufacture a full range of mechanical 
and materials handling machinery. The firm 
is making this move because of the possible 
decline in the demand for machinery in coal 
mining due to reduced activity in that field. 
The new factory will be laid down within 
the next six months and will be completed 
and in production within the year. 
Caravan Problem 

THE GROWING practice of public works 
contractors to operate from caravan head- 
quarters has posed a major problem for the 
larger companies in Scotland, in organising 
transport and movement control for their 
vans. In some cases as many as 100 major 
caravans are being used on site work, 
demanding fairly regular transfer and main- 
tenance. On many sites caravans are replace- 
ing site huts; this was indicated in the 
Scottish Licensing Authority Court on 
September 25 when Mr. Hector Campbell 
Wilkinson of Kilmalcolm told Mr. W. Quin 
that he was entering the caravan haulage 
field at the request of R. & J. McLeod Ltd., 
his previous employers. He sought a B licence 
for one vehicle of three tons to operate in 
the Scottish area on caravan haulage. 

Mr. Quin granted the application but 
limited the work to R. & J. McLeod and to 
More’s Caravan, Towing and Hiring Service.
